While walking along the Big 

Fonr switch tracks along the canal, 
at West Si reel, Tuesday, .Inly 25th, 

Nelson Watson, a deaf-mute, was 

run down by switch engine and re- 
ceived fatal injuries. His death 
resulted three hours later at the 
City Hospital where he was taken. 

According to the statements of 
the engineer and fireman in charge 1 
of the engine, Watson walked in 

front of the engine across West 

Street all unconscious of his danger 
despite loud shouts and the ringing 
of the engine bell. The throttle 
was reversed, the engineer states, 
but not in lime to prevent the acci- 
dent. 

Watson was knocked down (list 
and turned a horrified face back to- 
ward the cab of the engine. The 
speed of the locomotive was not so 
great that he was crushed under 

the pilot, but clinging to the guard 
he was dragged a distance of 

twenty feet, one leg and one arm 
being doubled and crushed under 
him against the ties. As the engine 

at last, came to stop, he sank down 

unconscious. 

Engineer Luther Bright and Fire- 
man Howard Hill were on the en- 
gine. Both hastened to raise the 
man and he was carried to Military 
Park, just across the canal. The 
City Dispensary ambulance was 
summoned ami it was found (hat 
the man had Buffered a compound 
fracture of the righl arm, and a 
fracture of the right thigh There 
was a deep laceration on his head 
and his entire body was scratched 
and bruised. 

At the City Hospital he sank 
rapidly and about .*> o'clock, three 
hours after the aecident, death 
came. 

Watson lived at 1 17 Weal Mar 

kel Street. He was lis years of age 
and unmarried. He leaves an 

aged mother -Indianapolis Star.

the Central New York Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes, held on Thursday 
afternoon the committee appointed 
to look up candidates for the 
office of principal reported that 
they had a communicated with men 
prominent in education of the deaf, 
Booking suggestions of nam 
men who might be suitable for this 
position, received several si 
tions and applications and made 
inquiry and investigation in i.

The Mallnudct Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a menioi ial 

to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D.j by the erection "Of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mntee. The present church 
is situated on 1 18th Stroot, jUHt west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-livo foot back from the 

line of the street to permit, the erec- 
tion of snob a building as above 
indiciilcd, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and bo a center 
Of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. (Jallaudel 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
meat fitting memorial to him that 
this work lie now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will ocnupj- a 
plot Of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feel in depth, it, will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf unites of New York. The 
amount required for, "The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $:io,0(M), and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 

silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
